CHICAGO, Oct. !•', — Chicago 


now haa more negroes thkn Balti- 
more or New Orleans. 
Although the northern 
migra- 


tion of negroes la ebb.ing .now, ne- 
gro Job hunters have poured Into. 
the North all Spring and Summer, 
and Chicago has become a "dis- 
tributing point" from which labor 
hunters taka the negroes for In- 
dustrial work-throughout the Mid- 
dle West. 
Conservative estimates are that 


the negro population of Chicago 
has increased i!50 per cent in the 


pa»t thirteen ycara and 100 per 
cent In tfce p*st.fhre« years. Some 
estimators place the present num- 
ber of Chicago negroea at 800,000.

HAWAII ASKS STATEHOOD. 


A number of years ago had Hawaii knocked 


ou the gates for admission to the Union the 
only response would have been astonishment 
at the presumption of so remote a place. To- 
day Hawaii is not remote. 
As men travel 


now it is as close to Washington as was Den- 
ver in the days of the Civil War. In commu- 
nication it is a next-door neighbor. 


The next session of Congress Avill hear the 


arguments of the island men. 
It will be 


pointed out that Hawaii is not a "possession," 
not the "property" of the United States but, 
because of certain old treaties and of the gen- 
eral mauuer in which it was acquired, is an 
integral part of the Union. 
Hawaii would 


rather elect H.s own governor than have one 
sent from Washington; it would like to choose 
Congressmen and Senators, and it says tberc 
are no logical reasons to refuse the request. 


In the fight of Hawaii for statehood Hawaii 


is depending upon the western states for sup- 
port. The time has come, it is argued, when 
this country must forget the old tradition of 
not granting statehood to any part not con- 
tiguous to other states. 


Whether the victory is won by Hawaii at 


the next Congress or not, it cannot be doubted 
that the islands and Alaska are moving to- 
ward statehood., 


MOVE FOR PROTECTION. 


The Eastbay Public Utilities District is 


equipped as an organization to sound the senti- 
ment and map a program for united action 
of the community in fighting fire. Adoption 
by the directors of the district of a resolution 
asking a conference of representatives of all 
the cities to discuss the problem is a forward 
step toward perfecting the machinery which 
will protect 
the homes and property of 


citizens. 


Perhaps the utilities district cannot, legally, 


take over the fire protection campaign. 
It 


was formed, primarily for acquiring a water 
source and distributing system. The district, 
though, can call the conference and stimulate 
action which, if it cannot be directed by the 
district, can be carried out under an agreement 
between the various municipalities. 


The important thing is that there be a com- 


prehensive program covering the fire line from 
one end to 'the other, that each community 
take part and that there be no unprotected 
gap through which the flames may strike. 


MILL UNIT TO OPEN. 


An .event which speaks of the importance of 


the new west and is of a nature beyond the 
dreams of the earlier settlers will take place 
in Pittsburg this evening with the opening of 
the first unit of new construction to the great 
steel plant there. The fires have been kindled 
already in the largest f menaces on the Pacific 
Coast and by the end Of the week the company 
will be making steel in the place.

in operation. Shorty after the first of.the 
year the sheet mill will be finished. The plant 
which is started in operation this week is 
called a rod mill with a capacity of 10,000 
tons a mouth. It will employ S3 meu. 


The manufacturing world is cognizant of the 


fact that there is arising in Pittsburg a vast 
steel-making plant, and of the significance 
of the pouring of the first metal in the new 
rod mill. This week's ceremony is the first 
of a number which will mark the opening of 
the uuits as they are completed.

HESITAXCY IX BUSIXKSS 
NOT DISCOURAGING SIG\. 
There is some slight indication of 
a. lipsitancy In business but this Is 
not surprising. 
What is true ol 
the hand to mouth purchasing- by 
many merchants is also beginning 
to be apparent on the part of manu- 
facturers who are not committing 
' themselves greatly in advance. The 
human, element has entered into the 
situation in large measure for when 
a. general hesitancy to' commit first 
makes its apprarance the rumors 
sproad rapidly that supply is In ex- 
cess of demand. The law or supply 
and demand is immutable. 
No one 
knows it better than the manufac- 
turer and the merchant. 
So when 
they both decide 
that 
supply 
is 
greater than demand they look for 
lower prices and hold off before 
placing usual orders. 
On the other hand, when the turn 
comes and purchasing begins, as one 
large manufacturer has put it "tho 
Bfcrewd buyer steals into the inarket 
and fills his shelves while the fel- 
low who runs with the crowd finds 
himself facing almost overnight a 
condition 
where 
demand exceeds 
Eupplv and prices generally have 
stiffened appreciably." There are al- 
ways a great many buyers caught 
when this turn in sentiment comes 
and this in itself brings about the 
sudden reversal in price trnnd.

The time 
was a little off season, no stars with familiar 
records were believed to be available and opera- 
goers had 'recently been '-'soaked'' by having 
to make good a 570,000 guarantee for a season 
by the Chicago Opera Company. Undaunted, 
Merola went about the task, soliciting a guar- 
antee not iu bald dollars but in promises of 
the purchase of a stated number of admissions. 
He secured a company in the East of very com- 
petent artists, though none with names that 
had been blazoned, as had some who have 
appeared in other opera enterprises. 
Great 


effects were hardly expected; but the geueral 
excellence of the teu i>erformauces has sur- 
prised and gratified the music-loving public. 
The last was given with every seat of the great 
San Francisco Auditorium sold. The perform- 
ers have been feted, and the public satisfied. 
Those behind the project expect to make the 
San Fiuucisco Opera Company a self-support- 
ing organization. 
The success of the first sea- 


son confirms this city's reputation as a music 
center, which idea was attacked \vheri the Chi- 
cago Opera Company, on its last appearance 
here, made such an unsatisfactory go of it.

As they always get 
away clean and are very seldom rounded; up 
afterwards, the only way would seem to .be to 
disconcert them in the act. It has occurred to, 
THE KNAVB that every 'bank could afford to 
erect a fortress within its counting house, 
encased with bullet-proof armor plate, with 
loopholes let in so that every angle would be 
commanded. .It might be elevated, like an old- 
fashioned pulpit, the ladder leading to it 
detached during banking hours so that .it 
would 
be inaccessible. 
There should be 


installed a certified marksman, with approved 
ordnance and plenty of ammunition. When the 
bandit makes his appearance such guardian, 
from his secure vantage, ground, could pick the 
invader off as he is commanding the cashiers 
to hand over the money.

Intoxicated Auto Drivers 


The number .of auto accidents in which 


drivers1 are charged with being intoxicated is 
something of a surprise, as it may be'won- 
dered that so many should invite danger to 
themselves when in such irresponsible condi- 
tion. For the automobile has its perils under 
the most sober circumstances. The immediate 
answer to this is that the effect of liquor, and 
especially of bootleg stuff, nerves its absorber 
to take chances that he otherwise would not. 
But determining whether drivers. who run 
ainuck are "under the influence" so that it can 
be used in court is difficult. 
Heretofore the 


method has been, to have them examined by 
physicians at the Emergency Hospital. But 
Chief of Police O'Brien has supended this rule 
•for'the remainder of the year. This action was 
taken after a conference between the Chief, the 
Coroner, the District Attorney,-the Chief of the 
Emergency Hospital service and the four Police 
Judges. It was agreed that the system "was a 
good one, but was not working out well." Just 
the logic of this conclusion may not bfc appar- 
ent ; but hereafter, at least until January 1, 
1924, the officiating policeman will decide 
whether the driver who has-done damage by 
erratic manipulation of the steering wheel is 
that way through having imbibed booze. There 
are no specifications as to how he shall do it, 
but the primitive one of smelling the breath 
remains, however it may pass in court if the 
case arrives at that destination..

- the Civil .War, a- man of Democratic proclivi- 
ties had little chance;: but he made his way by 
his great abilities of tongue and pen.- In'his 
yoUth he won a name in the Middle ^West, .and 
in maturity his fame had become national/ In 
presidential campaigns he was one of the. most 
popular,orators. He.met"and knew the;mSn. 
who for fifty: years were foremost in' "the 
nation's affairs. His acquaintance at Wash- 
ington was extensive and intimate. His insight 
of the1 doings of statesmen and politicians was 
excessively keen, and his exposition of the 
hidden springs enjoyably incisive. As a public 
speaker he was much in demand and'always 
listened to.

H$.had'• a wonderfully.retentive :mem- 
orjvcould'recalLevents, incidents,1 associations 
and personalities on instant suggestion, and 
: withal 'had ;tiie- readiest-- sense of humor. Hi s 
whole mentality was continuously and ever 
alert.

As a Raconteur 


Taking account• oft the unlimited'fund of 


anecdote concerning.-noted ?men Colonel Irish 
had 'met and' which her was' wont- to relate -in 
the most delightful way, i off late years, I urged 
him to write a book of personal experiences and" 
recollections. While others who "write books 
have to work at it, consulting histories'and 
works of statistics to refresh their memories as 
to personages and dates, I realized that'because, 
of his wonderful memory •arid 'readiness .of 
expression he would be able to-dictate'a most 
^readable volume in comparatively few-sittings. 
And ''L'-regret that I was nevet- able'to induce 
him to'take the matter in hand. 'I'am sure 


;<hav many-interesting things concerning .men 
who have figured'large in the country V history, 
and many of the politicaLd.oings. of 'half a cem- 
tury, have been lost through this omission. In 
none,of'the:many intimate, conversations with 
himMn-which I participated did he fail to relate 
some-incident of some person'or event that 
would -have been very proper material for a 
volume. I never met Colonel Irish without 
being impressed by his superior mentality, his 
originality, and his independence of character 
and his social geniality.

As an Orator 


Colonel Irish was best known to the general 


public as an orator. He had none of the ora- 
torjcal graces that are to be learned by rote. 
Everything to him was so easy and. natural 
that the author forgot to apply the rules 
by which oratory 
is theoretically 
meas- 


ured. I was impressed with this on the occa- 
sion of his delivering the* principal address at 
the dedication of the Iowa building at the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition. 
Arising from his 


seat he planted one foot iu his chair and rested 
his right elbow ou his knee thus upraised. In 
that unoratorical attitude he began to talk in 
the most casual tone, and if any of those assem- 
bled were at all tempted to criticise at the 
unorthodox beginning they soon forgot it in the 
flow of eloquence that followed. Exactly the 
right things were said in the right way.

This writer has great faith in the 
automotive industry. • He believes, 
it Is one of the most wonderful and 
useful industries In'existence, for It 
Js a part of every other industry— 
or a help to every'other.

But to say that all automobiles 


deliver the same dollar for dollar 
value to the purchaser, everything 
considered, would be to state an un- 
truth. 
This is so self-evident that 


it needs no amplification. 
If it is^self-evldent, then why 


should -the Individual purchaser 
blame the industry itself because it 
has been unable to accomplish the 
Impossible.^ Until all the elements 
•which enter into finished products 
of different makes are absolutely 
equalized the products themselves 
will be unequal. 
. Until thisjiappens—and it never 
wlil—the buyer MUST use discre- 
tion In buying. If he doesn't do so 
he has himself to -blame—no one 
else.

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Will Connect With the Yosemite 


Taxi companies in Chicago, 111., 
have many drivers who are grad- 
uates of colleges ana universities. 
Six operators for one single cab 
company are doctors of philosophy. 


Convict labor will be used to 
build the last link of the "All Tear 
Road to Yosemite," according to 
announcements of R. M. Morton, 
atato highway engineer. 
The men will start In the near 


future, on the uncompleted seven- 
teen miles of road from El Portal, 
to the new road construction work 
near Maripo'sa. 


Tho new road will include work 
through solid granite in the can- 
yon of the Merced, and will give 
motorists a road with easy grades, 
that will be kept open all year 
round. 


Several 
years ago, motorists 
throughout the state raised nearly 
$100,000 for this road. This money 
has been-impounded and will be 
used to complete part of the high- 
way. The new road will eliminate, 
the hard climb to the summit of 
the Sierra on the Wawona route 
and also on the Big Oak Flat road. 
At no point will the road-'ap- 


proach the elevation of the summit 
of the Sierra. It is expected that 
the highest point will be slightly 
over 4,000 feet. 
The highway is 


now built from Merced to Mari- 
posa.

The proposed line of the state 
highway which reaches El Portal 
enters from Merced, the first.sec- 
tion being the county se,at lateral 
to the town of Marlposa.

The people who witnessed this 
demonstration, of the safety factor 
of fpur-wheel brakes marveled at 
the «ase of control and the man- 
' uer In which. the» Buick -was 
brourht to a standstill In such • 
short distance without any swerv- 
ing: of the rear end. : 
In commenting upon the test, 
Fire Chief D. A; Schneider paid 
the Buick this high compliment: 
"In responding to fire alarms it 
Is necessary for the department 
to reach the sce_ne of conflagra- 
tions as speedily*~as possible with- 
out'endangering the lives of the 
firemen or the citizens who happen 
to be traveling1 in vehicles or who 
are 
walking across Intersecting 
streets. Anything that will add to 
the safety of the apparatus used 
by the flra department is for the 
public gdod, and after the tests 
to which we have put the Buick 
four-wheel brakes, we hope that 
all fire trucks and other equip- 
ment will be equipped with four- 
whft*l brakes. 
"We made the pavement as wet 
and Slippery as possible., Then 
came "tlying across it at 30 miles 
an hour, slammed on the brakes 
and brought the car to an easy 
stop within 22 feet, without • any 
swerving of the rear end. 'Taking 
a tape line we measured the dis- 
tance that the car had skidded 
sideways and it was only two in- 
ches.

By H. M. AI/BRKJrrr, 
(Superintendent Yellowstone Park) 
YELLOWSTONE PARK, \Vyo., 
Oct. 13.-!—All travel records to Yel- 
lowstone 
National 
Park 
were 
broken during the season which 
closed September 20, according to 
official revised statistics which have 
juat been Issued. 
The total travel was 138,352 per- 
sons, compared with 98,223 in the 
season of 1922. Of the total, only 
975 persons arrived prior to the 
official opening June 2,0. 
The in- 
crease of 40.129 visitors this yeas- 
exceeded the most confident prp- | 
season estimate by at least 15,000. j 


The 
extraordinary number 
of i 
visitors is attributed to the rapid 
development of independent auto- 
mobile travel, splendid railroad 
service, the national attention di- 
rected to the park by the visit of 
President and Mrs. Harding and 
their official party nnd the gener- 
ally favorable conditions encoun- 
tered by those seeking recreation 
in the park. The year was excep- 
tional for the abundance of wild 
animal life and the profusion of 
wild flowers. The weather during 
most of the summer was delightful. 
Of the total travel this year, 44,- 


SOG persons came by rail, 91,224 by 
automobile, 207 by motorcycle and ; 
1,140 
on horseback and on foot. 
The rail travel of 44,806 persons 
was a big gain over Ia«t year's fig- 
ure of 33,358. The 91,224 automo- 
bile visitors came in 27,359 
can. 
Last year there were 61,507 auto- 
mobile visitor* in 18.253 cars.

The Gardiner gateway, or north- 
ern entrance, proved the most pop- 
ular for automobile tourists. At 
this gateway 8891 cars, carrying 
28,690 persons, arrived during the 
season, compared with 76G5 cars 
with 25,498 persons at the Cody 
gateway, 
or 
eastern 
entrance, 
holder of this record for two years; 
G349 cars with 22,631 at the west- 
ern entrance and 4331 cars with 
34,507 persons at the southern en- 
trance.

Many ydars later it was- discovered 
that a large portion of accidents tvcre1 
the direct result of pedestrians, and 
someone brightly suggested that tve 
re'gard these as pedestrian accidents.

A daring departure in motion 


picture direction; perhaps one of 
the most daring in years, Is un- 
der -way at Universal City,, where 
Perley Poore

novelist, has started work on the 
production of "Innocent." 
The 
story is his own, he is to direct 
it, and—each actor in the cast 
•will create his or her own role. 
Every member of the cast as far

fact the characters are the most 
elemental 'of people; mountain

"That is why college trained 
actors 
are 
needed," 
explains 


Sheehan. 
"They have to revert 
to the absolute primitive for this 
play; we of today are so far 
away from the , elemental that 
the untrained cannot grasp it. 
It takes 
education 
to play a 
character absolutely without it." 
But the plan to seek college 


trained actors 
is incidental to 
the plan for the production. The 
first thing to be done when the 
cast is assembled will be a read- 
ing of the play, just as Belasco 
does with a stage play.

han will read and explain the 
story 
to the 
cast, then 
each 


member will receive a copy of 
the script. Kach actor will then 
form a conception of the part to 
be played, work out the details 
of makeup and

"This has been done on the 
stage for fifty years," said .Shee- 
han, "and although the abso» 
lutely accepted 
procedure in

Colossal Images of Felines Arrest Attention of Traveler on 


Gatos, Testifying to Love of Art and Civic 


r Near City of Los

eastern sculptor made a discovery 
Just beyond Los Gatos. The party 
•was entering the ravine a short 
distance south of the city when 
the sculptor's small daughter ex- 
claimed, "Oh, Daddy, see the' bpo- 
iul kitties!" Two eight-foot wild- 
cats in cement, sitting like modern 
sphinxes flanked a tree bowered 
road which wound prettily up tho 
side of a brush covered hill. 


The sculptor glanced quickly, 


then ordered the 
chauffeur 
to 


stop. While he critically examined 
the big cats, the rest of the party 
Numbered out of the car. After 
close inspection of the work, he 
said,. "You are right, daughter. 
They-are beautiful, and they are 
real art. They are Robert Paine s. 
fThen 
with a. look 
of 
intense 
- 


admiration, "Aild to think that 
these 
splendid 
cats 
should 
be 
placed up "here in this beautiful 
ravine, probably where wildcats 
were numerous years ago.- Why.. 
that's a stroke of genius." 
x . 


The cats of course are symbolic, 


of the name of Los Gatos, which 
In-Spanish for "The Cats." Tears 
ago the vicinity of Los Gatoa woa 
populous with wildcats. 
Today 


they are almost as extinct as the 
Dodo; but the wildcat has been 
Jmmortalfzed in concrete, thanks 
to the vision of Colonel Charles 
Erskine Scott Wood and the genius 
of Robert Paine, world renowned 
•culptor. 


We also discovered the eats, Just 
as thousands of other autoists have 
discovered them since they .were 
erected several years ago. Every- 
one who passes from Los 'patS* 
to Santa Cruz over that model of 
mountain 
paved 
highway must 
Jiave seen and marvelled, if they, 
liave any sense of beauty at all, at 
these mammoth felines. Perhaps 
many people have never gire* the 
sculptures a second glance -sup- 
posing them to be mere commo» 
Btatues akin to the weird, inartis- 
tic, crude iron flogs or lions that . 
frequently studded the lawns ot 
large estates a generation ago. 
6ut-people who recognize beauty 


do not pass these cats without -ex- 
pressions of pleasure and appre- 
ciation. 
The -art permeated soul 


of Colonel Wood provided the.jn-. 
epiration, and the hand of^R master 
sculptor shaped them. 
The catt 
are placed neither at Tin entrane* 
to a great estate nor *re they -sur- 
rounded-by other works of human 
art. Rather they are background- 
ed by typical California ravin* 
country, exactly as J^e wildcats. 
may have sat generations ago -ana 
gazed off up the ravine where now 
is laid a great mountain highway. 
No finer setting than this coulfl 
•well bo imagined. There is not th* 
Bllghtest hint of incongruity about 
the statues and their setting, which 
in itself is a triumph. 
After snapping tho cats, we TOi- 


lowcd UP the road, half expecting 
to bo thrown off tho grounds bar 
some zealous caretaker. The ron*

The cats of course are symbolic. 


«f the name of Los Gates, which 
In ^Spanish 'for "The Cats." Years 
ago the, vicinity of Los Gatos was 
(Populous w-lth wildcats. ' Today 
they, are almost as extinct as the 
£>cclo; but the wildcat has 'been 
Immortalized In concrete, tharika 
to tho vision of Colonel Charles 
Erskine Scott Wood and *he genius 
of Robert Paine, world .renowned 
•culptor. 


We also discovered, the-cats, Just 
as thousands of other autoists have 
discovered them since they, were 
•rected several years ago. Every- 
one who passes from Los Gato» 
to Santa Cruz over that model ot 
•mountain 
paved -highway must 
liave seen and marvelled, If they 
have any sense of beauty-at all, at 
these mammoth felines. Perhaps 
many people have never «iY«* tiro 
sculptures n. second glance rap- 
posing- -them to be mere common 
etatues fc-kin to the weird, Inartia- 
tic, crude Iron dogs or lions 'that 
frequently .studded tha lawns of 
large estates a generation ago. 


But people who recognize beauty 


Ao not pass these cats "without -«x- 
Pressions of pleasure and appre- . 
elation. 
The art permeated eoort 


of Colonel Woofl provided the, 1n-. 
ispiration, and the hand of a master 
eoulptor shaped them. -.'The eats. 
are placed neither at-"an entrane* 
to-a great estate -nor are they »ir-' 
rounded'by other works of human , 
art. 
Rather they are background- 


ed by typical California ravin* 
country, exactly as life wildcats. 
may have sat generations ago .a«fl • 
jg-azed off up'the ravine where noir • ; 
Is laid a great mountain highway. 
No finer setting :than this coulfl 
well be imagined. There Is not th* 
slightest hint of incongruity about 
the statues and their setting, .which 
In itself is a triumph.

ments with the shrub seed may be 
"undertaken by those who are es- 
tablishing a plantation for the pro- 
duction of the acid. 


The seeds received from Burma 


are those of the true chaulmoogra 
tree, which is native in that region. 
According to Wilson Popence 
of 


the bureau of plant industry, Wash- 
ington, which is making these Im- 
portations, ' "The world-wide de- 
mand for chaulmoogra oil, a. pro- 
duct used in the successful treat-

uny station. His schedule-,told him 
when lie should be there and ha 
usually was. He knew the. route 
he had to travel, who would relieve 
-him, and how long Jie would have 
-to wait for the returning mail. The 
-only' thing that would upset those 
calculations were a few thousand 
murderous Indians, a few dozen 
out-throat 
highwaymen, , • heavy 


'floods, 
or terrific snows'in 
the 


mountains. Aside from these they 
considered that they had no dan- 
•fc'ors worth mentioning. 
In \18GO each rider was usually 


the only white man running loose 
on his relay. The very closest man 
in case of trouble would be at least- 
five'miles away, and possibly ten. 
.And this man's business was to stay, 
five miles away and look after the 
station.' It was the duty-of the 
pony express rider to make his ride 
unaccompanied by any person or 
extra horse. 
He carried no extra1 


clothes, no substitute rider, no first 
nld' kit. He made the trip "on his 
own" as it were, and he was never 
led to believe that he was to make 
it any other wny. ' 
- We arc primarily concerned just 
now with the riders who made the 
trip through California, in I8601 
and this year. 
"Now as 
to comparative 
condi- 


tions: 
, The first race was made in tne 
middle of April, 3860. It had been' 
a. particularly heavy winter. There 
were immense drifts of snow on' 
the Sierra, in many places over 
thirty-two feet deep. The remount 
.stations, such as they were, were 
far apart.

in between, no way of sending1 out 
n signal for help in case of disaster.

ten 
thousand 
pci-suns. 


daily, gel the varied meals cooked, 
mid all the dishes washed up after- 
ward 
As soon a.s one ponders the 


questions the intricacies begin to 
loom. 
For trustworthy 
reply I 


Avon! lo the manager of one of the 
largo and popular bay cities cafe- 
terias, one where you'vo probnbJy 
eaten many a, time. Hore are .some ' 
of his facts, figures, and explana- 
tions. 


One thousand persons per hour 


can bo comfortably taken care of 
in this cafeteria and by a force 
of only one hundred and twenty 
•workers. 
Thorough organization, 


^modern 
motor-driven machinery. 


And 
the 
self-help 
rendered 
by 


patrons does the rest. 


Everyone is familiar with tho 


outstanding cafeteria features and 
knows how the crowd files along 
the aisle, between a wnll and the 
dining spnce, huw each one picks 
•up his tray and napkin, in which 
the 
flat silver service is rolled, 
marches along and 
selects 
his 


menu from the array of viands, 
kept hot or cold as required on 
properly equipped tables. Everyone 
knows where to' get ice-chilled 
drinking water and has watched 
the few waiters moving efficiently 
about the dining space, cleaning: 
off 
tables, 
and 
keeping things • 


tidy. But only the most observant, 
or 
those 
seated 
nearest 
the 


mechanism, have seen these dishes 
sent down to the kitchen to be 
washed, and only the few know 
that those who assist in picking up 
are called "buss boys." 
There is one buss boy to every 


two or three waiters. These t>oya 
taJ.e the dishes to tables, placed 
about 
the 
room, and segregate 


thorn into plat silver, silver pots 
for tea and coffee or silver urns 
of any type, glasses, cups, saucers - 
and soup bowls, other china, and 
the trays themselves. The classi- 
fied dishes are then placed on what 
is known as a conveyor—a motor- 
drivcn piece of machinery that con- 
veys dishes from 
dlningroom 
to 


dish-washing- room on what appears 
to bo a moving shelf that sides 
right 
along, 
something like 
an 


escalator stairway in a department 
Btore. 
A deflector turns each dish at 


the proper point to the correct 
type of machine for washing^ It. 
All alike are treated to a chemical 
dishwashing solution that.- cleans 
perfectly of grease or stain. They 
are then rinsed with hot water and 
after this sprayed with hot steam 
that kills any. lurking germ. 
AH 
this is accomplished by powerful 
centrifgually 
driven pumps, 
the 
dishes being untouched by hands 
during the entire process. 
They 


dry instantly after the steam is 
shut off and are returned, automa- 
tieallv, to the dining-room for ser- 
vice "once more, chemically pure, 
immaculate. "A lady," one old say- 
ing goes, "is known by the dishc* 
she has washed." 
,A silver burnishing .machine is 


one of the mechanisms of this de- 
partment 
that makes a house- 


keeper, accustomed to slowly pol- 
i-=hing her ellvarware by "hand, fees 
n, throb of something askin to jeal- 
ousy. 
It is a Swiss invention, and 


burnishes silverware by a motor- 
driven machine that rubs a mix- 
ture of frothy water, filled with 
small case-harded steel shots and 
needles, over the silver. 
It not 


only makes the silver bright as 
new but promptly rounds out again 
any little-dent, and thus makes the 
silver service good as before it -was 


.. used. 
-There are almost as many com- 


partments to the kitchen and stor- 
age room of this cafeteria, which 
may ho regarded as typical, as 
there are to the new-fangled de- 
vices for budgeting household ex- 
penses. Concrete shelves, concrete 
floors and walls nnd bins, are used 
in tho main store room which is 
so huge that a whole carload of 
potatoes can be dumped in the pro- 
per place and disappear like a 
bubble in the Pacific. 
There 13 a 


refrigerating room with a capacity 
of three toiis of-ire for the meats 
aud an Immense ice box In addition 


•where fish and sea foods are kept 
in direct contact -with ice. 


There is a small space given over 


entirely to the extraction of the 
juices of lemons and oranges, other 
fruits if necessary, by motor-driven 
extractors, absolutely clean. 


There are motor-driven 
slicera 
in another small compartment. One 
of these for soup vegetables, 
has 


tiny knives that make 1700 revolu- 
tions a minute and accomplish in 
a few seconds what •would take hu- 
man hands and a paring knife an 
hour, perhaps longer. The machine 
slicing, in addition, is delicate, ex- 
act, beyond that accomplished in 
the old way. An electric shredder 
similarly 
prepares 
slaws, 
pine- 
apple, etc. 


Enormous soup kettles, four of 
them, made of heavy aluminum, 
stand in a shining- row. 
Eighty 


gallons is the capacity of the larg- 
est one, sixty each for the others. 
There are about sixteen tea-cups- 
ful to a gallon, and you probably 
are served with a teacupful of soup 
at a meal, so you can figure out,

Electrically-driven 
egg-beaters, 
cream-whippers, mixers for batter, 
assist in the rapid and perfect pre- 
paration of foods. There are also 
separate roasting ovens for meats, 
tho ovens underneath the ranges 
being given over to baking mac- 
aroni, spaghetti, 
etc. There are, 


too, a separate pastry kitchen and 
a salad-room each being given over 
exclusively to the Preparation 
of 


focds in its department. 


In this cafeteria coffee Is made 


in a little room, on the mezzanine 
floor, over the dining-room. A big 
brilliant parcolate-r that makes ten 
gallons of the fragrant and popular 
drink at • & time is supplemented 
by a receiving urn of even greater 
capacity. This holds the liquid at 
boiling ppLlit. Bla-k f«- nipes, cap- 
ped at tfcd serving table with a 
faucet, drrfw off tthe coffee, piping 
hot, as noJsJfcd. Housekeepers may 
like to know t'-.t the coffee 5n the 
percolator Is kept at the steam- 


ing point for fifteen minutes after 
it reaches thtt point, before it is 
drained off into the receiving urn. 
As one can depend on a good cup of 
coffee made in this establ' " -nent. 
this fact may be useful. 


Bread, but not rolls which are 


classed as pastry, is baked outside 
this cafeteria, probably all of them, 
the highly specialized bread fac- 
tories being able to handle this 
food product more 
-'icaply 
and 


efficiently. 
Laundry is also sent 


outside, but in every other detail 
and particular a cafeteria is self- 
supplying. 


Efficient, democratic, seiejitif". 


cafeterias are among the conveni- 
ences that %ve accept unthinkingly. 
Back of every device and motor- 
driven mechanism, every experi- 
ment, that has brought this r--

able result, there lies, we may be 
sure, a history, both romantic and 
dramatic.

and heliotrope, too, may be found 
in sheltered places every month of 
the year. With January too com; 
the 
fragile, snowdrop, 
hyacinth, 


and jonquil. 
Geranium of course will grow 


anywhere out here, and repay the 
least care, with lavish bloom and 
foliage. We are apt to look down 
\ipon the geranium, as rather bour- 
g-eoise-, but must, acknowledge its 
faithfulness

generosity.

January we piant bulbs, roses and 


• evergreens, deciduous -hrubs, vines 


euid trees, also 
pansies, 
poppies, 


ewoefpeas and mignonette. 
When February comes we usual- 


ly have some of our love'.i-ost days, 
and the warm sunshi^". fT"> song 
of birds, and the smell of freshly 
ploughed earth all tell of spring- 
time, and it is then that we plant 
verbenas; heliotrope, and

plants, ahdi transplant pansies. 


During this month we have the 


crocus, daffodil, jo'i«*"?T. narcissus, 
find all the bulb family, also pan-" 
sies. cinerara and poppies. 
The--acacla tree with its fifteen

S month is the erow-1— point of per- 


fection with the lime, lemon, grape- 
fruit arid orange. 
Foremost Sn importance among 


horticultural products of California 
is the orange, which has p.obably 


• done more to. advertise our state 
than anything else, since the &P-- 
of gold. 
One may see an orajige 


grove at Ha best in winter, when, its 
golden globes light 
-•-> the dark 


foliage of the J-ee. 
There is much -work to be done, 


however, i- the orange industry, 
as frequent cultivation and irriga- 
tion are necessary, and the trees 
must be kept 
free 
from 
pests. 


Twenty acres of: bearing 
orange 


orchard can be cared for by one 
man. 
In this state the lemon also fruits 


and 
blooms 
the 
entire 
year 
round, and there are large profits 
in the business for any one with 
capital, good judgment and plenty 
of perserverance. 
March winds bring more roses, 


and the sweet peas planted in 
November will bloom now. Deli- 
cate wild flowers glow on. hill and 
meadow, and the frail harebell 
wav«s on wooded slopes, and can- 
yon'sides: It is. fitly termed 
th« 


California orchards., arc . dropping 
their petals in the spring before 
the east has shaken off the thrall 
of winter, and grapes here cling 
to the 
vines after another win- 


ter has set in elsewhere.

Then, 
with a spirit of devotion they land- 
ed at old Monterey, and worshipped 
upon the, shore at Monterey under 
an. oak tree, which is still standing. 
April, the resurrection month! 


Without hesitation the m'onth of 
April may be said to be California's 
most beautiful month. 
If ohe can 


be fortunate enough to visit the gol- 


^den state be should select this cap- 
ricious month, -when heaven's tears 
sparkle oh the'blossonr world. April 
is the first radiancy of the garden 
of roses. It bids goodbye to Japon- 
ica and lilae, and the floral gates 
are then flung- wide, and looped 
back securely with growing vines, 
•until the Christmas tide. 
Too much cannot be said of our 


April, with its green velvet slopes, 
purple and gold with violets, and 
snow white with gilias—a paradise 
of blue forgetmenots, and a fairy 
land of fruit blossoms. 
Also the 
great feathery fields of wild mus- 
tard 
brought 
Jnto 
prominence 


through the pages of "Ramona," 
and one may walk through the 
shelter of Its'foliage without being 
seen.... 
This Is the month of wild flowers. 


The wild heliotrope covers 
the 


mountain side, while trillium, dog- 
tooth violets, and redwood sorre! 
grow under the coolness of the 
great redwood trees: 
; 
It is 'in April that the annuals 


begin to bloom, while the wistaria 
drapes everything with Its pale 
mantle of lilac. 
Then we plant 
sweet peas, heliotrope, carnations, 
and annual and perennial seeds. 


Our old-fashioned friends phlox, 
sweet William, coreopsis, gillyflow- 
er columbine, crimson- umaryliis, 
fleur de lia. purple, yellow, white 
and blue), 'and best of all—the 
lilies. 
It i* nothing to see sreat 


fields of callas, like pure Virgins 
carrying their yettow tapersi Here 
too, the 8t. Jo*«ph. lily blooms in 
Bw«*tnesfc 
The ."China, lily" or 


iw<|ii. 


narcissus reigns over the Chinese 
world in California. 


In April the farmer of San Joa- 


quin valley can stand in his pink 
PC-tailed apple orchard and watch 
the mountain, river rush by, full of 
snow from the Sierras, while in his 
maple tree the birds are nesting. 


Comes then the month of May, 


exquisite with its roses now in their 
prime; also the night 
blooming 


cereus, cacti clematis, wild azalea, 
jessamine and honeysuckle, lasting 
two or three months. 
The Lady Washington comes out 


beautifully at this time, and sweet 
alyssum, marigold and mignonette 
show their Bohemian tendencies by 
jrrnwlng everywhere, even in the 
gutters. 
Smilax with its long tendrils 


covers everything, and the dahlia 
makes her bow to the floral world, 
remaining until November. 
It is in May that the cherry 


ripens. 
Nearly all the 
cherries 


raised in the state are from central 
and -western California, and are 
entitled to rank among our grand 
fruits. 
One of the most famous 


cherry trees is the "black tartarian" 
in Placer county, planted in 1854. 
It is seventy feet high, and its 
branches cover a radius of seventy 
five feet in diameter. Several years 
ago its crop was three hundred 
boxes, of ten pounds each. 


Although we do not have to wait 


for June to have "perfect days," 
yet it is true that no days seem 
quite like those of June, for color 
and fragrance. 
In this month we 
have early apricots, summer apples, 
loganberries, blackberries and rasp- 
berries. 
The blackberry In all its 


varieties, Is a great favorite, and 
thrives In all parts of the state. 
In some sections the berries are 
gathered from June to November, 
without irrigation. 


Raspberries- thrive over a great 
area of the state; in fact there are 
few situations in which they can- 
not be grown. 
The red variety is 


almost exclusively grown in this 
state. 
The loganberry, which is a cross 


between the blackberry and rasp- 
berry is strikingly large and hand- 
some, 
and 
sometimes 
measures 


fully an Inch and a quarter in 
length. 
In June we have an abundance of 


sweet peas, also peonies of a hardy 
variety known In California as "tree 
peony." It has a woody nhrub, and 
does not die down i.» winter but 
grows to eight or ten fcot. produc- 


about one hundred blossoms a 


vc'ur. 
Carnations arc gorgeous iu •June, 


and indeed grow all the year, In. 
great abundance. This month also 
brings blndiplu", tl^ei- lily, anemo- 
ne, and the'lnst om the month we 
welcome tho pink amarylllfC Helio- 
trope is luxurinnt this month, a3 
well as later, and will often sharta 
a veranda fifteen feet from 
tho 


ground. 
Hydrangeas are so large 
that 


thoy can be used 
effectively 
to 


cover unsightly places, and 
often, 


hide a doorway from view. 


The fig ripens in June, and is 


one of the valuable products o£ 
California. 
July and August it must be con- 


fessed, are California's least attrac- 
tive months, and Nature long* for 
the refreshing rains but one of tho 
compensations is, that at that lima 
the apricot reaches Us perfection. 
It has attained groat commercial 
importance, and distant patrons 
have Jong since realized the de- 
sirability of this luscious fruit. 
It 
is one of our most beautiful or- 
chard trees, an early grower, and 
a heavy bearer. 
The fig reaches 


its perfection in August. 


Apples do best in. the 
higher 


mountain 
region 
and 
near 
the 


coasL A yield of twenty-five tons 
from three acres of ten year old 
trees is reported. 
California peaches 
during thia 


month are "things of beauty,." but 
the large planting of prunes has) 
relegated the peach to second place. 
Karly in the fifties tho maKnlfi- 
cence of the peach vied with tho 
beauty of the go!d, and there was 
one tree which bore four hundred 
and fifty peaches, which sold for 
three dollars each, making a total 
of one thousand, three hundred and 
fifty dollars. 
Plums are exceptionally fine, and 


the nectarine reaches 
perfection,- 


under California skfes. The pome- 
granate 
famed in literature, is a 


common denizen of California gar- 
dens. 
In July come the early table 


grapes, and more abundantly apri- 
cots,, while geraniums and fuschlas 
are plentiful. 
I* August we have the prune, 


the greatest commercial produe? of 
Central California, and it Is rapidly 
displacing the imported article in 
eastern markets. 
Santa Clara Valley is the home 


of the finest prunes in tho world. 
The pear also comes in this 


month, 
the 
Bartlett 
being 
tha 


favorite variety. It is shipped east 
by tbe carload, in a fresh state, and 
la^ts through July, August, Septem- 
ber and October. 
The fig, which ripens in June, la 


at its best in August. Troes that 
yield 
from 
600 to a 
thousand 


pounds are not uncommon which 
at six cents a pound for the dried 
fruit Is a pretty good bonanza for 
the grower. 
The flowers that come with Au- 
gust, are tbe hydrangea, blue and 
pink, and dahlias are then glorious, 
Rhododendrons and asters appear, 
and remain "until November, Brow- 
ing so large that they are easily 
mistaken for Chinese chrysanthe- 
mums.

But it so happened 


that we had only one old ox that 
was loose, and he soon got so that 
he would follow, so I used to tie 
my horse to' one - o f . the wagons, 
get in and go to sleep most of the 
time we were rolling 
along the 
rail. That work was a- 'soft snap.' 


"But buffalo! 
I never saw so 


many animals in all.-my life''as I 
saw o'n that trip.. For a hundred 
and twenty miles we were not out 
of sight of one herd. The Indians 
.were thick, too.. At Fort Lyons, 
where they had'^gatherod to receive 
their- gifts. from the government, 
there were. as many as 17,000 of

"The'-year before, in 1863, I had 


gone out with a .man. by the name 
of Bowie to the California Cross-

ness with them. We even went on 


•" as far as Drum Canyon after wood 


and they didn't offer to molest us. 


"One morning another man on 
. a horse was going with me to 


round up our stock.

was a yell from my partner; then

for the wagon train, leavln' me

I 
came abruptly upon n doe and re 
buck In a deep ravine. It was open, 
season and we needed camp meat. 
Gauging my distance carefully, I 
shot at the buck, striking him ill 
the flank. For the first time in my; 
life, I heard an adult deer bleat. 
He gave an Involuntary exclani!i=- 
tion, whirled, but since- he knew 
not 'the location or the nature ot 
his danger, he did not run. 
M'y hound was working higher up 


in the canyon, -but ho heard tho 
bleat, when' like a wild boast h» 
cam« dharglng through the undcr- 


- -growth and hurled himself with 
terrilic force-upon the startled fleer, 
bearing him to the ground. There 
was a fierce struggle for a brief mo- 
mont in which the buck wrenched 
himself free from the dog's hold 
•upon his throat and with an effort 
lungefl down the slope and eluded 
us. 
Because 'of the many <leer 


trails and because tho hound was 
unused to following deer, night fell 
before wo could locate him. 
Next day we found the dead buck 


but the lions had lefflittlc meat 
on his bones—In fact, it seemed 
that a veritable den of these ani- 
mals had feasted on him. 
We who have hunted thus, trod 


the-forest trails, climbed the lofty 
peaks, breathed tho magic rOir, and 
viewed the endless roll o£ mountain 
ridges, blue in the distance, have 
been blessed by tho gods.

In all, we have shot about thirty 


deer with the bow. 'The majority 
of these fell before the shafts of 
Will Compton, while Young and I 
have 
contributed 
in

smaller- 


meaaure to tho count. 
Despite the 


vague regrets we 
always feel at 
slaying so beautiful 
an 
animal, 


there is' an exultation about bring- 
ing into camp a haunch of venison. 


- or hanging the deer on the limb or 
a sheltering tree, there 
to cool 


near the icy spring.

U ranks next In antiquity to killing 
them with a club. 
However, it 
has faded so

having laid low the 
noble deer, 
we who shoot 
the bow became 
presumptuous and wanted to kill 
tear with our weapons. 
So, learn- 
ing -of a certain admirable hunter 
•up in Humboldt 
county by the 
name of Tom Murphy, we wrote 
to him With our proposal. 
He was 
taken with the idea of the bow and 
arrow and invited us to join him J* 
»ome of-his winter excursions.
